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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMIHEE 

FOR  THE  Year  ended  May  1st,  1900. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  office 
of  the  Board,  on  Tuesday,  May  15th,  at  noon.  There 
were  present : — Mr.  A.  Macpherson,  chairman ;  Rev.  Dr. 
Campbell,  Rev.  Dr.  Ross,  Rev.  James  Patterson,  Rev.  John 
S.  Burnet,  Messra  James  Tasker,  William  Darling,  and 
D.  B.  Maclennan,  Q.  C. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  with  accom- 
panying financial  statements,  was  read  and  unanimously 
adopted.     The  report  is  as  follows: — 

At  the  half-yearly  meeting  called  for  November  14th, 
1899,  there  were  present: — Mr.  Alexander  Macpherson, 
chairman ;  Rev.  \)r.  Cimpbell,  Mr.  James  Tasker,  and  Mr. 
William  Darling.  As  there  was  not  a  legal  quorum  in 
attenilance,  it  was  agreed  to  adjourn  until  further  notice. 
The  Executive  Committee,  however,  met  and  authorized 
the  usual  payments  to  be  made  to  the  Beneficiaries  and  to 
Queen's  College,  on  the  30th  of  December. 

The  Committee  has  now  to  report  that  the  usual  pay- 
ments were  maiie  to  all  the  l^neKciaries  and  to  Queen's 
College  in  the  months  of  June  and  December,  1899,  as 
per  Schedule  C.  hereto  appended.  To  meet  these  payments 
securities  were  disposed  of  on  favorable  terms  as  shown  in 
Schedule  B.  to  the  amount  of  eleven  thousand  two  hundred 
rind  seventy-nine  dollars  and  nine  cents  ($11,279.09). 

The  interests  received  from  investments,  and  on  bank 
account,  for  the  year  amouuted  to  $1008.63 ;  the  balance 
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brought  forward  from  last  year  was  $2026.74.  The  total 
expeaditiire  for  the  year  was  $14,184.82,  leaving  a  balance 
to  be  carried  forward  of  $129.64. 

The  only  remaining  investment  of  the  Board  consists  of 
ninety-two  shares  of  consolidated  stock  of  the  City  of 
Montreal,  bearing  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  representing 
a  cash  value  of  about  $16,000,  a  sum  sufficient  to  meet  the 
usual  payments  falling  due  on  the  30th  of  June  and  3l8t 
of  December  next. 

As  already  announced,  no  further  payments  in  full  can 
be  made  to  the  Beneficiaries  from  the  Temporalities'  Fund 
beyond  the  last  mentioned  date,  namely,  the  Slst  of  De- 
cember, 1900.  The  Fund  at  that  date  will  be  practically 
exhausted.  Whatever  balance  may  remain  at  the  credit 
of  the  account  at  that  time  will  be  held  subject  to  the  in- 
structions r-f  the  Board  at  its  meeting  in  November  next 
The  number  of  ministers  to  be  paid  on  June  30th  is  56  ; 
the  amount  payable  to  them,  $5700. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Campbell,  some  time  minister  of 
Nia(>ara,  but  for  many  years  on  the  list  of  niinisters  retired 
from  active  service  in  the  Church,  died  in  Toronto,  on  the 
27th  of  August,  1899,  in  the  83rd  year  of  his  age.  The 
death  Is  also  announced  of  the  Rev.  William  Cleland,  on 
the  list  of  retired  ministers,  in  Toronto,  on  December  17th, 
in  his  74th  year.  Mr.  Cleland  was  one  of  the  privileged 
ministers  who  commuted  his  claim  on  the  Temporalities' 
Fund  in  July,  1897. 

Recommendation  : — The  Executive  request  the  permis- 
sion of  the  Board  to  prepare  a  historical  report  of  the 
transactions  of  the  Board  from  its  commencement  to  the 
close  of  the  Trust — including  the  names  of  the  office- 
bearers, past  and  present,  together  with  the  names  of  all 
the  ministers  who  have  been  on  the  roll  of  Beneficiaries. 

The  recommendation  was  unanimously  agreed  to.
